Ladejinsky is the Government 
land reform expert who had full 
security clearance when he 
worked for the State Depart- 
ment in Japan. The Agriculture 
Department declared him a se- 
curity risk last December when 
the job was transferred to its 
jurisdiction and dismissed him. 
It said at the time his loyalty 
was not questioned. 


Shortly thereafter the Foreign 
Operations Administration 
promptly cleared Ladejinsky for 
security and gave him an Indo- 
china assignment. 

Benson, in a letter July 2 to Sen- 
ator Frank Carlson (Rep.), Kan- 
sas, the minority member of the 
sub-committee, announced he had 
had second thoughts on the mat- 
ter and had removed from his 
agency’s files the designation of 
Ladejinsky as a security risk. 

Short Notice, Says Carlson. 

Carlson said today it appeared 
to him the agriculture officials 
were given only short notice of 
today’s hearing.

PILOTLESS PLANE 
SHOT DOWN AFTER 
THREE-HOUR SCARE 


SYDNEY, Australia, Aug. 30 
(AP)—An airplane left its pilot 
on the ground today, circled 
Sydney and its suburbs for al- 
most three hours and finally 
was shot down by an Australian 
Navy plane. 

Radio bulletins on the run- 
away craft brought thousands 
of residents from their homes 
to watch -the flight. Ambulance 
and police units stood by in the 
event the plane came down in a 
populated area. 

Anthony Thrower was prac- 
ticing takeoffs and landings 
with the plane, a four-seater 
Auster, at Bankstown airfield. 
He said he swung the propeller 
to start the engine, the brakes 
failed and the craft took off. 

“I tried to hold it by a strut 
but I couldn't,” Thrower said. 
“Away she went... .” 

The plane climbed to 5000 
feet. Its flight was so steady 
authorities at first thought a 
stowaway might be at the con- 
trols. Two planes flew beside 
it for a time, watching closely 
to see if anyone was aboard. 

After more than two hours 
the wind forced the Auster out 
to sea. A Sea Fury fighter 
brought it into the water 25 
miles north of Sydney.

However, he 
indicated the Soviet Union had 
gone a long way to meet the 
West and that the next wind of 
compromise should come from 
that direction. 

“The U.S.S.R. has cgreed to 
the proposal of the western 
powers for the establishment of 
a single control organ which is 
to watch over the observance of 
the measures for the reduction 
of armaments and the prohibi- 
tion of atomic weapons both 
during the first and the second 
stage,” Sobolev said. “It would 
be possible to broaden the list 
of questions on which as a result 
of Soviet proposals the positions 
both sides have not only come 
closer together but are even 
identical. . . . The next step is 
now up to the western powers.

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HOLOHAN STORY 


Icardi Freed on $10,000 
Bail After Pleading 
Not Guilty — Trial 
Date to Be Set. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP) 
—Aldo Icardi pleaded not guilty 
today to charges that ‘he falsely 
denied complicity in the World 
War II death of Maj. William 
Holohan, 

Icardi, 34 years old, appeared 
voluntarily in United States 
District Court to respond to an 
indictment returned against him 
yesterday. After making 
plea, he was released on $10,000 
bond. 

Two Washington lawyers, Ed- 
ward Bennett Williams, and 
Murdaugh 8. Madden, appeared 
with Icardi, a resident Pitts- 
burgh. Williams argued that 
$20,000 bail requested by the 
Government was “totally un- 
reasonable,” pointing out that 
Icardi had voluntarily gone be- 
fore the House Armed Services 


committee in 1953 during the. 


inquiry into what happened to 
Holohan when he went behind 
German lines in northern Italy 
as an agent of the Office of 
Strategic Services. 

Trial Date to Be Set. 

After fixing bond at $10,000, 
Judge Joseph C. McGarraghy 
said he would set a trial date 
in about two weeks. 

Icardi, a former OSS lieuten- 
ant, was tried and sentenced in 
absentia by an Italian- court to 
life imprisonment for the killing 
of Holohan in December.1944. 
The courts have ruled he can- 
not be extradited and legal au- 
thorities say he cannot be tried 
in this country on a murder 
charge. 

The perjury indictment stems 
from his testimony before the 
House covmimittee which tried to 
find out what happened to 
Holohan, 

The House group reported 
there was sufficient evidence to 
warrant murder indictments 
against Icardi and Carl Lo Dolce, 
a former Army sergeant now 
working in Rochester, N. Y. 

Challenged Jurisdiction. 

Lo Dolce appeared before the 
grand jury but challenged its 
jurisdiction on the ground that 
it was sitting. outside the dis- 
trict where he resided. Lo Dolce, 
who was given a 17-year sen- 
tence by the Italian court, did 
not testify before the congres- 
sional committee. All three men 
were working with the Italian 
underground behind the enemy 
lines. 

The main indictment against 
Icardi accused him of lying to 
the House group when he denied 
that Holohan left their secret 
Italian headquarters alive on the 
night of the killing. It said 
Holohan died from the effects of 
poisoned soup given him by 
Icardi, Lo Dolce and others, and 
from bullets fired by Lo Dolce. 

Holohan and the others were 
parachuted behind the German 
lines. Witnesses at the Italian 
trial said Holohan and _ Ieardi 
quarreled over whether help 
should be given Communist 
partisans, Holohan being against 
it. Some testified that a gold 
fund carried by Holohan and be- 
lieved worth more than $100,000, 
was the object of those who 
killed him. The money was 
never recovered.

In her affidavits, Mrs. Samuel 
said Richards, who had previous- 
ly acted as her agent inthe pur- 
chase of property, represented 
her in the purchase of a first 
deed of trust for $10,050 on the 
Rock Hill Lions Club building in 
the 9600 block of Manchester 
road, Rock Hill, on Feb. 19, 1953. 

On Nov. 23, 1953, Richards 
asked her for an additional $7000 
in a second deed of trust for 
improvements on the club buid- 
ing, she continued. In both in- 
stances, he gave her what he 
said were deeds of trust, Mrs. 
Samuel said. 

Early in 1954, Richards asked 
Mrs. Samuel to consolidate the 
two deeds into one so the in- 


terest would be due at one time, | 
Garnholz said his investigation | 
She agreed, Richards | 


showed. 
took the deeds, but did not re- 
turn them, Garnholz said. 

April Payment Due. 

Richards paid $420 to Mrs. 
Samuel on May 25, 1954, which 
he told her was interest on both 
deeds, Garnholz continued. The 
real estate man was to make 
another interest payment last 
April, Garnholz said, but shortly 
before then his brother, Stanley 
H. Richards of Chicago, told Mrs, 
Samuel that Lee had written him 
that he was out of the country 
and had no money but would 
try to straighten out the whole 
transaction. About that time 
Richards closed his Clayton of- 
fice, Garnholz said. 

The technical charge against 
Richards is embezzlement of 
money by agent, which carries 
a penalty upon conviction of two 
to five years in the state peni- 
tentiary 

Richards’s transactions with 
other persons are also under in- 
vestigation for possible presenta- 
tion to the grand jury, Garnholz 
said. 

In a $15,000 damage suit filed 
against Richards in ciréuit court 
at Clayton last April 18, Joseph | 
Klearman, 7150 Dartmouth ave- 
nue, University City, charged 
Richards with allegedly using a 
false deed of trust to obtain a 
loan for that amount from him. 
However, the suit was dismissed 
by agreement of both parties last 
May 25. Richards formerly 
lived at 9 oCnway Woods, St. 
Louis county.

Both former President Truman’s speeches at- 
tacking the Eisenhower Administration and the 
Republican replies show that the Democrats are 
preparing to attack the G.O.P. on its record, and 
the Republicans are preparing to stand on that 
record. This is as it should be, but not entirely 
as it has been. 

In last year’s congressional campaigns, the Re- 
publicans after two years in office were still run- 
ning to some extent against the record which 
the Democrats had made. The G.O.P.’s “‘20 years 
of treason” charge then was more violently parti- 
san than anything Harry Truman said at French 
Lick, Ind., or Mackinac Island, Mich. 

Today the two parties seem to have learned 
which is in the White House and which is out, 
and times have changed. Mr. Truman accuses 
the Administration of ‘“demagoguery” and G.O.P. 
National Chairman Leonard Hall responds that 
Mr. Truman is “bitter and frustrated.” 

It seems only yesterday that Republicans called 
Democrats demagogues, and Democrats said Re- 
publicans were just frustrated from long lack 
of power. 

Now Mr. Truman has provided a preface for 
'56. In an obvious attempt to compel the Repub- 
licans to defend their record, the ex-President 


accuses the Eisenhower Administration of “‘tear- . 


cown” the New Deal and Fair Deal. 

t is true, as he says, that the Administration 
has shifted the attitude of many federal regula- 
tory agencies, often by naming to them men 
who represented the businesses which these 
agencies regulate. Part of that story is told in 
today's Mirror of Public Opinion on this page. 
Nevertheless, this Administration has not ex- 
etly torn the New Deal apart limb from limb, 
and probably nobody but a few right-wing Repub- 
licans hoped it would do so. The Administration 
followed the outlines of previous foreign 
policy. It has extended social security and raised 
minimum wages. It has used credit expansion 
to boom prosperity. It has proposed a road-build- 
ing program more gigantic than any public works 
plan ever dreamed of by New Dealers. 

This record has disillusioned some citizens. 
Henry Hazlitt writes in Newsweek that “Mr. Eis- 
enhower, with minor reservations, is now another 
New Deal President.” He adds that Americans 
who believe in economy, balanced budgets and 
curbs on paternalism ‘now have no national 
party to represent them.” 

Since Democrats accuse the Administration of 
wrecking the New Deal, and Republican dissi- 
dents accuse it of not wrecking the New Deal, 
the truth undoubtedly lies where it usually lies 
in political talk, which is somewhere in between. 
This leaves independent voters in ’56 with the 
entertaining problem whith usually confronts- 
them when anybody stands 6n the record. That 
is deciding just what the record is.

Stevenson never hesitated to send state police 
officers into any county openly flouting the state 
gambling laws, and Mr. Stratton ought not to 
hesitate, either. 
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In Behalf of a Lost Cause 

It is perhaps too much to expect a machine- 
mad world to heed our appeals in favor of the 
button against the zipper. The Arkansas mussel- 

hell industry probably is doomed except insofar 

as designers may occasionally sew a big button 
on milady’s gown strictly for decoration. The 
argument that the zipper creates the svelte line 
induced tailors to sew it in wherever the 
button is functional. 

We bow to this vanity—but not without warn- 
ing. It is of the pride that goeth before a fall. 
Buttons were not perfect. Laundries could crack 
them; but generally one broken button was not 
fatal. But zippers, too, are subject to vicissitudes 

more than we like to think of. And when a 
zipper is stuck, or off the track or otherwise 
out of service, there is no companion to take 
over its duty. 

Nevertheless even men seem to have accepted 
this gadget. They are brave. But let them not 
confuse bravery with security. Even with a set 
of tools in his back pocket, a man can't be sure 
of being immune to zipper-induced embarrass- 
It may be a lost cause, but how we yearn 
buttons. 
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A Misuse of Parole 


The implication of a 20-year-old parolee in six 
robberies committed since he was paroled only 
two months ago is hardly surprising. William F. 
Durbin was not paroled in St. Louis circuit court 
because he was a good parole risk. To the con- 
trary, there was abundant evidence that he was 
a very poor parole risk indeed. Since he was 15 
years old he had been arrested at least eight 
times on charges including larceny of an autome 
bile, robbery and burglary. When he was 16 he 
was the leader of what police have described as 
“one of the biggest teen-age burglary rings” ever 
to operate in St. Louis. He had served brief 
terms in 1951 and 1952. 

Why was this youth, already a habitual crim- 
inal although barely out of his teens, paroled 
despite his forbidding record? Was it because he 
gave promise of rehabilitation through parole, 
that being what a parole is for? It was not. First 
Assistant Cireuit Attorney Raymond A. Brunt- 
rager recommended parole and Circuit Judge 
James E. McLaughlin granted it solely because 
Durbin had turned state’s evidence against eight 
companions in a series of robberies. ° 

That was a misuse of the parole system. It un- 
loosed upon society again a confirmed young 
criminal who showed no sign of reforming. It 

gave the young hoodlum reason to believe that 
he could beat the rap by squealing. It cast dis- 
credit upon the system of parole, which is the 


only system available for bridging the gap be- 
tween total imprisonment and total freedom. Pa- 
role should be used for what it is intended for 
and for what it will do—not as a currency in 
which to pay informers. 
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Adenauer and the Saar 

By the indirect device of approving a Christian 
Democratic party statement, West German 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer for a second time 
has appealed against pro-German activities in 
the Saar. In a referendum to be held Oct. 23, 
voters there are being asked to approve the so- 
called Europeanization statute. This was nego- 
tiated by Adenauer and the French to provide 
governmental authority for the area until its ul- 
timate status is settled in a peace treaty for a 
reunited Germany. 

Except for a rather luke-warm abstinence by 
the Christian Democrats, German political par- 
ties have taken a hostile view of the statute. 
Some have contributed to propaganda and dem- 
onstrations against it in the Saar. This despite 
the Franco-German agreement against outside 
pressure, (It is because of this agreement that 
Adenauer indorsed his party’s announcement in- 
stead of making a direct statement himself.) 

The statute also would move the headquarters 
of the European Steel and Coal Community, the 
only real step so far to a federated Europe, from 
Luxembourg to Saarbruecken, giving that city 
whatever advantages may accompany the green 
and white flag of United Europe. 

These advantages, however, have been consid- 
erably discounted in the last two or three years; 
and this may account for some of the lack of en- 
thusiasm for the statute. In 1952 there was not 
only the Steel and Coal arrangement, but high 
hopes were held for the European Defense Com- 
munity, and the Strasbourg assembly had drafted 
a constitution for an al!lz.European government, 
even if one of limited authority, with a parlia- 
ment to be elected directly by the voters of all 
West European nations. 

Nowhere was enthusiasm for this green-and- 
white Europe higher than among the young vot- 
ers of Germany. But with economic recovery the 
dream has faded and old nationalistic sentiments 
have regained much of their old appeal. 

So even the Adenauer -Christian Democrats 
regard the Europeanization statute as only 4 tem- 
porary expedient. Also, they continue to qualify 
their support by opposition to Johannes Hoff- 
mann, premier of the Saar and chief advocate of 
the statute. They suggest that after its approval, 
the Saarlaenders can replace him with a more 
pro-German politician. 

Adenauer knows, of course, that continued 
French acceptance of even partial sovereignty 
for West Germany, not to mention its rearma- 
ment, depends largely on this Saar statute. True, 
the French are too bedevilled in North Africa 
and by their own partisan politics to make much 
trouble. Yet even impotent resentment is an un- 
wholesome ingredient in Western solidarity. Be- 
tween now and Oct. 23, the Chancellor may find 
an even more effective wav for making sure that 
the Saar does not become that risky ingredient. 
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Safety and the Chicago Airport 

A safety committee of the Air Line Pilots’ 
Association has turned in a report which is 
critical of conditions that prevailed at Chicago 
Midway Airport on last July 17 when a Braniff 
Airlines plane crashed while landing in a light 
fog and killed 22 persons. Inasmuch as the 
A.L.P.A. represents 10,000 air line pilots (98 
per cent of all pilots flying scheduled lines) and 
has an excellent record for co-eperating in offi- 
cial government investigations of accidents, any 
report it makes on accidents is well worth consid- 
eration by all interested parties. 

This report found that the approach light sys- 
tem did not conform with standards recom- 
mended by the Civil Aeronautics Administra- 
tion, that the runways were poor when dry and 
bad when wet, that concrete block runway mark- 
ers were hazards and that airport fences and 
other possible obstructions should be constructed 
with frangible-type mountings which break easily 
when struck. 

Chicago Midway Airport has more air traffic 
than any other airport and it should be a model 
in safety and efficiency. But the six pilots who 
made this report apparently feel that it is a long 
way from being what it should be. The Civil 
Aeronautics Board has not yet reported on its 
inquiry but since the A.L.P.A. report was made 
by men who take their own lives and those of 
their passengers in hand when they fly the air- 
liners, that should justify an immediate start on 
improvements at Midway Airport. 
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Flood Control at Snail’s Pace 

As the nation counts up its losses in the North- 
eastern region from hurricane-borne floods, it 
becomes evident that the stricken states have 
suffered from creeping flood-control. There has 
been too long a lag between the announced in- 
tention to provide flood contro] and the actual 
provision of it. 

Flood control projects totaling $300,000,000 for 
the rivers in New England affected by the recent 
floods —the Connecticut, the Blackstone, the 
Thames and the Housatonic—were authorized by 
Congress in 1938. In the intervening 17 years 
Congress has appropriated only one fifth of the 
money necessary to construct the authorized 
projects—$60,000,000. At this rate, completion of 
the New England projects would require 8&5 
years. 

Outside New England two rivers, the Susque- 
hanna and the Delaware, were principally af- 
fected. Congress authorized $124,000,000 in flood- 
control projects in 1938 for the eastern part of 
the Susquehanna, the part that was involved in 
the recent floods. Of this sum $54,000,000 has 
been appropriated—a rate of implementation of 
intention which would require more than 35 years 
to complete the project. 

On the Delaware, flood-control projects total- 
ing $41,000,000 were authorized in 1948. In the 
intervening seven years $896,000, or less than 
3 per cent, has been appropriated. If flood con- 
trol continued to creep at this snail’s pace on the 
Delaware it would take 230 years to complete 
the flood-control projects already authorized. 

Of course there were reasons for delay. Flood 
control projects coyld not be undertaken during 
the war years, and in other years they had to 
compete with other worthy public undertakings 
for a slice of the budget. Yet it is worth ponder- 
ing the fact that this August's floods alone are 
estimated by the Army Engineers to have caused 
damage amounting to the staggering sum of 
$1,677,000,000. That is more than three times the 
total cost of all the flood-control projects author- 
ized on all six rivers. 

So the nation has spent, involuntarily, the 
larger sum, with nothing but ruin and desolation 
to show for it. That is true waste and extrava- 
gance. The expenditure of far lesser sums on 
these and other rivers of America for the pro- 
ductive control of their waters would alleviate 
floods and increase the wealth of the country. 
That would be true economy. 
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The Not-So-Independent Agencies 
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Public Opinion 


Congress will investigate whether federal independent agencies 
> really independent under this Administration, but writer 
says they never are; White House and Congress both influence 
regulatory bodies. and so do industries which they regulate,

A House subcommittee headed by 
Representative Joe L. Evins, a Tennes- 
see Democrat, plans to continue investl- 
gations on how “independent” the so- 
called “independent” agencies of the 
Government remain. Mr. Evins might 
begin by defining his terms. i 

The independent agencies, so-called, 
are sometimes lumped together under 
the term “administrative” or ‘“‘quasiju- 
dicial’”’ agencies. They are boards or 
commissions given the responsibility of 
administering and interpreting certain 
laws. 

The Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission is one, the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board is another, the Federal 
Trade Commission, the Civil Aeronaut- 
ics Board, the Federal Communications 
Commission, the Federal Power Com- 
mission are others. 

The doctrine underlying the creation 
of these agencies by Congress is that 
each is assigned the duty of applying 
certain broad principles of law. Con- 
gress adopts the broad principles of law 
at the same time that it creates the 
agency to administer the statute. 


It is recognized that the fields the 
agencies must handle are so complex 
and dynamic that Congress cannot spell 
out the details to meet every practical 
situation. So Congress passes a law, 
laying down the principles of regulation 
it considers wise, and directs the “in- 
dependent” agency to decide, in a par- 
ticular situation, ‘“‘such and such is 
what Congress meant” in handling this 
kind of situation. 


Agencies’ Curious Status 


The curious status of the independent 
agencies has fascinated many observers 
for something like 20 years, ever since 
an erudite magazine cavalierly remarked 
that Congress itself wasn’t really im- 
portant any more, because the “inde- 
pendent agencies do the real work of 
government.” 

Equally fascinating, perhaps, was a 
bemused comment some 10 years ago by 
former Senator Burton K. Wheeler of 
Montana, who complained that every 
time Congress set up an agency to regu- 
late an industry. the industry ended up 
in control of the regulators. 

The answer, I suggest, is that the in- 
dependent agencies are not and cannot 
be truly free and that in no sense what- 
ever do they do the “real work of gov- 
ernment.” 

The answer to former Senator Whee!}- 
er is that it isn’t an accident that the 
industry supposed to be regulated ends 
up by running the regulatory board. It 
results from a change ig temper by eith- 
er the Administration or Congress itself. 


Factors That Hinder ‘Freedom’ 


The factors that inhibit the “freedom” 
of the agencies are at least three: 

1. Congress retains the powér of the 
purse. It can cripple the operations of 
any quasijudicial agency by cutting 
down its annual appropriations. It can 
change the eperations of an agency by 
threatening to cut the appropriations. 

2. The President, whoever he may be, 
has the sole right to appoint members 
of the regulatory agencies. He thus can 
choose nominees who, in his opinion, 
adhere to his “general philosophy” of 
government, even while they use their 
discretion in applying the law. 

3. The Senate has the power of con- 
firmation. It can turn down or accept 
a presidential nominee, and if the Sen- 
ate is sufficiently stirred up about an 
issue it is perfectly capable of destroy- 
ing a nominee it doesn’t like. 

All three of these factors we have 
seen at work in our time. 

Congress kept pushing the Roosevelt- 
Truman NLRB, in harrowing sessions 
of the House subcommittees on appro- 
priations, until the NLRB modified cer- 
tain decisions. The modifications were 


then written into the Taft-Hartley law, 
but that was simply because the late 
Senator Taft wanted to nail them down. 


Mr. Eisenhower has a genius for pick- 
ing people for the regulatory commis- 
sions who have spent their mature lives 
fighting the ideas the regulatory com- 
missions were supposed to champion. 

He chose a lawver who had defended 
clients before the FTC, Edward F. How- 
ery, torun the FTC. He named an ene- 
my of public power, Jerome K. Kuyken- 
dall, to be chairman of the FPC. He 
appointed-a Bell System lawyer, George 
C. McConnaughey, to direct the Federal 
Communications Commission, which has 
theoretical jurisdiction over long-dis- 
tance telephone rates. He recently ap- 
pointed a former Wall Street investment 
man, Howard C. Patterson, as a member 
of the SEC that is supposed to regulate 
stock exchanges. 


‘Leprous Lobbyists’ Do a Job 


As for the matter of Senate confirma- 
tion, there has been an extraordinary 
tendency in the last three sessions of 
Congress for the Senate to give the 
President’s nominees the benefit of 
“presumption.” That is, the Senate 
would not turn down—and thus crucify 
an appointee to a regulatory commis- 
sion unless the “case” against him as a 
personal crook or liar was conclusive. 


The situation was different back in 
1950, when Leland E. Olds was renomi- 
nated by Truman for a third six-year 
term on the Power Commission and the 
Senate turned him down, at the demand 
of the Southwestern oil and gas pro- 
ducers, because the gas industry feared 
that Olds would really regulate. Some 
of the most leprous lobbyists in Wash- 
ington history participated in the fight 
on Olds, and they won. 

It is clear, I suggest, that the “inde- 
pendent”, agencies are not really free 
and self-propelling, because they are 
inevitably subject over the long haul to 
the President, the Senate power of con- 
firmation or rejection, the power of 
Congress to appropriate or refuse funds. 


Way System Works Out 


In short,.if one doesn’t like the way 
the administrative and quasijudicial 
agencies operate, the answer is to throw 
out the President and Congress who put 
them in their jobs and who sustain them. 

Mr. Evins has a right to expose im- 
propriety in the work of the “independ- 
ent” agencies. He can properly build 
up a case against overt Executive De- 
partment and White House intervention 
when the agencies are functioning as 
judicial bodies — and there has been 
plenty of that under Eisenhower. 

But let us not deceive ourselves: the 
agencies are the creatures of the Presi- 
dent and Congress, two of the governing 
powers established by the Constitution, 
subject to interpretations by the third 
power, the Supreme Court. That is how 
our system works.

BOSTON, Aug. 30 (AP) —Ma]. 
Gen. Lewis B: Hershey, national: 
selective service director, said 
yesterday an increase in the 
number of men drafted into the 
Armed Services probably will 
begin within five months. 

Hershey told reporters at the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars Na- 
tional convention that the _re- 
cently enacted reserve plan will’ 
increase pressure on the na- 
tion’s draft manpower pool. He 
said the present draft total of- 
10,000 a month probably will in- 
crease to 25,000, or 30,000 in 
the next year. Hershey is here 
to speak at the convention today, 

Under the reserve plan, men 
who enlist in the active reserve 
at the age of 18 gain eredit for 
military service in a lengthy re- 
serve obligation. 

Hershey said reservists are de- 
ferred only so long as their serv- 
ice record remains satisfactory, 
Men who fail to maintain satis- 
factory reserve records become 
eligible for the draft, he said. 

He said that under the new 
plan the nation should arrive. at 
a point of total service for..all 
eligible men within five. or six 
years. 

Hershey said about 1,700,000 
men are now classified 1-A by 
local draft boards. He asserted 
about 38 per cent of eligible 
manpower is rejected by the Se- 
lective Service system. 

Hershey said a standby re- 
serve will be maintained which 
can be called to active service by 


Congress and selective service 
officials. He said reserve and 
active forces can fill about 80 


per cent of the nation’s emer- 
gency manpower requirements 
and the standby reserve will sup- 
ply the other 20 per cent. 

“Enough: men are now com- 
ing to draft age to maintain the 
country’s military strength be- 
cause of the high birthrate of 
the 1940s,” he stated 

“IT have always been in favor 
of universal miliitary training,” 
Hershey said. “Instead of seeka 
ing it as an end we must estab- 
lish it as a means.” A “trained 
with “the biggest ac- 
tive reserve force we can af- 
ford” is the ultimate goal of the 
reserve plan, Hershey added.

But they are willing and able to work 
a little harder, to accept and profit by a little extra help 
at home. We wouldn't go so far as to say that they are 
benefited by the acceleration, but it does not appear to do 
them much harm, except that it may be hard for them 
fo keep up socially. 


Probably the majority of children who start school 
tod soon are not equally fortunate. For the average child 
who starts kindergarten or first grade too soon both the 
intellectual and the social demands of school attendance 
are more than he can comfortably meet. This can mean 
not only that kindergarten and first grade are unhappy, un- 
comfortable experiences. It may mean that throughout his 
entire school career. the demands of every single grade are 
just a little more than he can keep up with.

NOT ALL CHILDREN are by nature scholarly. Many 
are doers rather than learners. We often describe them as 
“better at living than at learning.” But even for these 
children correct grade placement means that the school’s 
lemands on their abilities are reasonably well matched. 
School may not be for them a real delight, but they can, 
and should, be helped to proceed through school at a com- 
fortable pace. 


In the case of the potentially good scholars, however, 
overplacement in school can be a tragedy. Then we have 
children who could and would, if correctly placed, have an 
enjoyable and profitable first 12 years of school. Hating 
-what they could have loved; struggling where they might 
have swum; always a little out of their depth. What they 
are expected to do is always just a little more than what 
they are able to do.

Finishes for Beat-up Walls. 

NE of the minor headaches 
0 in redecorating are those 

interior walls that have been 
badly treated in the past. They 
are covered with rough heavy 
coats’ of paint that would be 
almost impossible to remove not 
to mention areas where the 
paint has chipped or where it 
has cracked. 

If you attempt to brush on 
another coat of paint over walls 
in this condition, the net result 
will be about the same as before 
you painted. What you can do, 
however, is to use a finish that 
will take advantage of the poor 
quality of the wall finish and 
which can produce an attractive 
job.

SUCH A FINISH IS: PLAS- 
TIC PAINT which is a rather 
thick type of paint which you 


apply with a brush and which 
can then be textured either 
with a special brush or with 


your fingers or a sponge. 
This type of finish will com- 


pletely hide the flaws in the 
wall.

ANOTHER SUGGESTION is 


to give the wall a stippled effect. 
This is done by brushing on a 
coat of wall paint and then, 
before the paint is hard, jabbing 
over it with a stippling brush. 
This brush has rather rigid 
bristles and aside from covering 
up any brush marks, the stip- 
pling will also hide a good many 
other evils.

If several nails are chipped 


apply a single coat of the nearly 
clear polish. This polish may be 
tinged with pink, but applica- 
tion does not demand the care 
and number of steps that red 
shades do. It does make the 
nails look carefully polished. 

Apply a light colorless top 
coat to your nails every day or 
so to ward off chipping, and this 
is a good idea just before leav- 
ing the office for a date. Carry 
an emery board in your hand- 
bag so it’s always possible to 
file lightly and thus remove 
signs of polish wear or slight 
chippings, and in a sudden 
emergency away from better 
help, fill in the chip with lip- 
stick.

200 Years of the Evangeline Story 


Descendants of the Acadians to Celebrate Bicentennial of Long Move to Louisiana 


" BAYOU TECHE WHERE THE FRENCH . EXILES LANDED AND ESTABLISHED THEMSELVES, <a 
"LE PETIT PARIS,” NOW ST. MARTINVILLE, AFTER BEING DRIVEN FROM NOVA SCOTIA FOR REFUS- 
ING TO SWEAR LOYALTY TO THE KING OF ENGLAND.

ST. MARTINVILLE, LA., 
Aug. 30. 
N four autymn days, Oct. 27, 
() 28, 29 and 30, the sorrows 
that the Acadians suffered 
200 years ago when they were 
deported from Grand Pre, Nova 


Scotia, will be remembered here ~- 


on the bank of Bayou Teche 
where they landed and found 
new homes in a new land. Aca- 
dians from near and far will 
stand in remembrance at the 
grave of “Evangeline” and under 
the 300-year-old oak where, as 
the legend says, her ‘Gabriel,’ 
from whom she had been sep- 
arated in the migration told her 
that he had not been true. Leg- 
end also says she died there of a 
broken heart. 

There will be singing and 
dancing and gaiety, for it is not 
the way of the Acadians, though 
they remember, to weep over 
past sorrows. When they were 
children they heard at the fire- 
sides the tales that Grandpere 
and Grandmere told, even the 
fateful story of Evangeline and 
her faithless lover, and wept, 
for they were young and their 
hearts were tender. But now the 
time is long ago and life is gay 
along the Teche and it is fitting 
that, though they -remember, 
they will sing and dance when 
the autumn days come. 

Not only on Bayou Teche but 
all over the state and all through 
this 200th year the Acadian bi- 
centennial *is being celebrated, 
honoring the colonists who were 
sent adrift from their homes in 
Nova Scotia because they would 
not take an oath of allegiance 
to the English king. 

Observances will be held at 
the Shrimp Festival at Morgan 
City; the Sugar Festival at New 
Iberia, the Forest Festival at 
Winnfield, the Yambilee at Ope- 
lousas, the Rice Festival at Crow- 
ley, the State Fair at Shreveport 
and the Dairy Fair at Abbeville, 
and the smaller fairs here and 
there which express the “‘joie de 
vivre” of Louisiana’s Gallic heri- 
tage, for Louisiana is a land of 
fairs and festivals, 

The climax of this year’s 
celebrations will be here at St. 
Martinville on the Teche be- 
cause it was here that the 
poignant romance of Evangeline 
culminated in her heartbreak 
and death. It is fitting because, 
as Longfellow described it: 
“Beautiful is the land.” A shady, 
shadowy land of deep greens 
and soft grays it is, where sun- 
light glances with a golden touch 
on stately age-old live oaks and 
tranquil depths of bayous, where 
the traditional speech, customs 
and handicrafts of the Acadians 
have been devotedly preserved 
for two centuries. 

Not without distinction and 
ambition was the early St. Mar- 
tinville, for it was filled with 
the French color and gaiety 
brought to it by the refugees 
from France who called it Little 
Paris. Records kept in its old 
courthouse date back to 1770 
and the St. Martinville Catholic 
Church which still stands was 
founded in 1765. To the rear 
of the church, in Attakapas 


cemetery, is the grave of Em- .. 


meline Labiche, now named 
Evangeline because the poet so 
named her, marked by the life- 
size statue, donated by Dolores 
Del Rio and the cast of “Evan- 
geline,” which was filmed in 
1929, and nearby on the Teche 
is the moss-draped “Evangeline 
Oak.” 

Historically the dispersion of 
the Acadians fills but a page 
and would have been but faintly 
remembered if the poet, Long- 
fellow, had not enshrined it in 
the story of “Evangeline.” The 
familiar tale of the poet’s tell- 
ing, told with the license that 
is the poet’s privilege, is that 
Evangeline, orphan, betrothed 
at the age of 16 to Gabriel, sep- 
arated from him in the dis- 
persal, floated down the Missis- 
sippi in a cumbrous boat pad- 
dled by Acadians. The boat

veered into the bayou of Plaque- 
mine and from there into the 
lakes of the Atchafalaya and 
the night on the 
shore of an island, where Evan- 
geline and the boatmen slept. 
In the night Gabriel, speeding 
in a lighter boat, passed swiftly 
by on the far side of the island 
behind a screen of palmettos, 
not knowing that his sweetheart 
Was near. 


— _ - 
NOTHER day and Evange- 
A iine. with Father Felician, 
came to the house of Basil, 
the blacksmith, father of Gabri- 
el, who counted it strange that 
if they came by the Atchafalaya, 
they had not encountered Ga- 
briel, for he had gone that way. 

Then Evangeline began her 
search through the years and 
at last found her lost Gabriel 
dying in a city’s almshouse, far 
from the forest primeval. 

Now, though, the true story 
of “Evangeline” has been told 
by Judge Felix Voorhies of Ope- 
lousas, in a book titled “Aca- 
dian Reminiscenses,” as it was 
told to him by his grandmere 
by the fireside long ago. It was 
a story that grandmere knew 
well and was qualified to tell 
because she had taken into her 
home up there in St. Gabriel, 
Nova Scotia, the orphaned Em- 
meline Labiche, named “Evange- 
line” by the poet, and had given 
her blessing to the girl’s be- 
trothal to Louis Areceneaux, 
named “Gabriel” by the poet. 


‘under what is now 


~Grandmere’s story was that 
she was exiled to Maryland, 
taking Emmeline with her, and 
later, on another migration, they 
came to Louisiana and here, 
called the 
Evangeline oak, she met Louis 
Arceneaux agatn. She cried out 
that she was his lost Emmeline 
and would have rushed into his 
arms but Louis turned pale and 
hung his head. “Emmeline,” he 
said, “speak not so kindly to 
me, for I am unworthy of you. 
1 can love you no longer. I 
have pledged my faith to an- 
other. Tear from your heart the 
remembrance of the past and 
forgive me.” And he walked 
away into the forest. 

Emmeline’s mind was un- 
hinged, as Grandmere related, 
and her reason was never re- 
stored. She strolled along the 
banks of the Teche, plucking the 
wild flowers that grew there and 
reaching for the water hyacinths 
that choked the stream, and 
singing the Acadian songs, for 
she was happy in her illusions 
except when she remembered 
the lover who had- gone away. 
Then she would fall into the 
arms of Grandmere and weep. 
In those motherly arms she died 
and was buried in the shade of 
the great tree which now is 
called the Evangeline oak. 

For very many years few 
knew where “Evangeline” lay, 
for St. Martinville on the Teche 
was far from the traveled ways, 
but more than a quarter century

Now it is 200 years since the 
Acadians came and the bicen- 
tenial celebration is to culminate 
here beside the Teche. Here the 
Acadians, happy now but holding 
in remembrance the sorrows of 
the exiles, will say “bienvenue,” 
which means “welcome,” to the 
strangers who come over the 
Evangeline Trail. 


Once again, in ar epic pag- 
eant, the emigrees will come in 
their barques along the Teche 
and land in the shade of tbe 
Evangeline oak. On the shore, 
their sorrows laid aside, they 
will sing the songs the Acadians 
sang 200 years ago and dance 
as their ancestors danced in far 
off Nova Scotia, sing and dance 
as Emmeline sang and danced 
in her illusory happiness. 

The Acadian Bicentenial Folk 
Festival at Longfellow-Evange- 
line State Park, which will be 
under the direction of Miss 
Sarah Gertrude Knott, director 
of the National Folk Festival at 
St. Louis, is planned not only to 
revive and perpetuate the 
Acadian folk songs and dances 
of the area but to gather from 
all over the state the folklore of 
the various races that in the 
early days contributed to the de- 
velopment of the area. 

The folk festival itself will 
last three days with hundreds of 
participants. Each morning there 
will be informal folk dancing,

The performances and exhibits 


are intended to be representative 
of the best traditional heritage 


in the parishes, reflecting the 
racial characteristics and nation- 
al temperaments of the groups 
that present them. 


Longer than in other parts of 
the country the old customs and 
the old way of life were pre- 
served in the isolated communi- 
ties of the Teche country. Lat- 
terly fidelity to the old ways 

has faded under the impact of 
modern innovation, but it is 
Miss Knott's hope that the fes- 
tival will bring back throughout 
the region a revival of interest 
giving new life to the old ways. 
It is hoped that local folk fes- 
tivals will be held in all the par- 
ishes as a regular part of the 
educational, cultural and recrea- 
tional activities of the parish 
schools and other organizations.

South could not steel himself 
to bid over the opening spade 
bid, but when West made the 
one no-trump response and this 
came around to South, the latter 
decided that it would be just too 
humiliating (and costly) to let 
the enemy take the rubber with- 
out a fight. South had no illu- 
sions about the riskiness of his 
own bid—he knew that in view 
of the score West might have 
bid the no-trump as a trap, with 
very substantial values—but on « 
the other hand North-South 
might have the combined ma- 
terial for sound competition. 
This is not to say that this writer 
approves such risks, but there 
is no denying that neck-stretch- 
ing sometimes pays off.

Dear Martha: 
i N my opinion, your answers to 10-to-14-year-old kids in- 


dicate that you are in need of a psychiatrist. While most 


of these kid letters are of a silly nature, your answers 
are even far more stupid and jacking in ordinary good sense. 
It is absolutely ridiculous 
that a supposedly mature 
person should seriously de- 
vote time to counseling 
school kids about keeping 
steady company. These 
kids would be better ad- 
vised to keep their child- 
ish minds on their school 
work and other appropri- 
ate activities and waiting 
at least until they are dry 
behind the ears before fill- 


ing their empty minds with 
thoughts about love and keeping steady company. It seems 


that you could continue to provide for your ‘sustenance 
without feeling compelled to indorse and encourage im- 
mature kids in love making and keeping steady company. 
If you have any kids, is that the way you are bringing 
them up? For your own self-respect, try to improve the 
character of your column insofar as it affects them. Why 
not acknowledge this letter and invite reader opinion? 
DISGUSTED READER. 


I'll be glad to. But first of all, let me say this: Too 
many adults forget that they ever were teen-agers and 
they’ve lost track of that time years ago when they first 
began to notice the opposite sex and suddenly found them- 
selves faced with bewildering problems of human relation- 
ships, Sure, their problems may seem insignificant, but they 
are problems, nevertheless, serious problems, and these 
young people need adult counseling. I agree they should 
study hard and get all they can out of their school work. 
And I don’t believe they should go steady—if you read the 
column consistently, you would find I have said that 
time and time again—but they do go steady, despite what 
you and I think, and they have a natural and an intense 
longing to be liked by their classmates, Getting along 
with people, learning to adjust to human situations, de- 
veloping the give and take of normal and wholesome rela- 
tionships with their companions, must be an essential part 
of their learning, just as are mathematics and scignce and 
history.
